LIBERIA FROM ABSTAIN TO YES. ON THE OTHER HAND, ARGENTINA 
AND IVORY COAST MAY SLIP FROM YES TO ABSTENTION, JAMAICA 
AND UGANDA MAY GO FROM ABSTENTION TO NO. KISSINGER UNQUOTE
